An  to  introduce  a system  of  registration  and  licensing  in  respect  of 
clinical  establishments. 

Whereas  ii  is  expedient  to  introduce  a system  of  registration  and 
licensing  in  respecL  of  clinical  establishment; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  os  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Acl  may  be  cal  led  the  West  Bengal  Clinical  Establishments 

Acl  1950. 

(2)  Ii  extends  to  the  whole  of  West  Bengal. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  2force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may  „ 
by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette , appoint. 


2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or 
context, — - 

3(a)  “clinical  establishment11  means  any  nursing  home,  physical 
therapy  establishmcn(,clinical  laboratory,  hospital,  dispensary 
(with  bed),  medical  camp,  medical  clinic,  medical  institution 
of  analogous  establishment,  by  whatever  name  called; 

(b)  “clinical  laboratory’*  means  an  establishment  where — 

(i)  biological  ^pathological,]  bacteriological,  radiological, 
microscopic,  chemical  or  other  tests,  examinations  or 
analysis,  or 

(ii)  the  preparation  of  cultures,  vaccines,  serums  or  other 
biological  or  bacteriological  products, 

in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  or  treatment  ofdiseascs,  are 
or  is  usually  carried  on;

(c)  that  every  person  keeping  or  carrying  on  a clinical  establish- 
ment shall  submit  an  immediate  report  to  the  prescribed 
authority  as  soon  as  it  comes  to  his  notice  lhat  any  person  who 
has  been  admitted  as  an  outdoor  or  indoor  patient  in  the 
clinical  establishment  is  suffering  from  or  has  been  attacked 
with  tetanus,  gas  gangrene,  small  pox,  ^cholera,  encephalitis, 
acquired  immune  deficiency  syndrome  or  any  other  infectious 
or  dangerous  desease]  specified  by  the  State  Government  in 
this  behalf  by  notification  published  in  the  Official  Gcizette\ 

J(cc)  lhat  every  person  keeping  or  carrying  on  a clinical 
establishment  shall  submit  to  the  prescribed  authority  a 
monthly  report  about  the  number  of  cases  of  sterilization  of 
male  and  female,  particulars  of  cases  of  medical  termination 
of  pregnancy  and  particulars  of  Mother  and  Child  Health 
Care  Programme,  Immunisation  Programme  or  any  other 
like  programme  carried  on  by  or  in  any  such  establishment;

5.  IF  at  any  time  after  any  person  has  been  registered  in  respect  of  any 
clinical  establishment  and  granted  a license  therefor,  the  prescribed 
authority  is  satisfied  that  the  terms  of  the  license  arc  not  being  complied 
with,  he  may  cancel  such  registration  and  license:

(i)  on  conviction  for  a first  offence  be  punishable  with 
imprisonment  for  a term  which  may  extend  to  l[lhree
